BUT PEOPLE WHO USE SEWAGE PLANT 
WILL PAY A LITTLE MORE EACH MONTH 


(This is the third in a series of brief, informative articles 

oe to acquaint Upland citizens with all the facts in the 

$152,000 sewage bond election which will be held Aug. 24. Others 
will follow from time to time.) 


Everybody in the city is going to bear the cost of 
Upland’s share in the new sewage disposal plant but 
those who use its facilities are going to pay a little bit more. 

That was agreed upon by the Upland city council a 
few months ago after a citizen's committee of ranchers 
and business men reconciled their differences and agreed 
on the plan which seemed to be fair to all parties concerned. 

In essence, here‘s how it works. 

The entire city of Upland will be bonded for $152,000, 
the actual amount of money needed by the city to par- 
ticipate in the Gntario-Upland plant. It will be remembered 
that at one time it was proposed that a district be formed 
to include only those who would use the sewage fa- 
cilities but this was voted down by the special committee 
for two major reasons. First, the overall cost per person 
would rise considerably and second, those not in the dis- 
trict would never be able to use the city’s sewers in the 
future. So, it was deemed equitable and just that the 
entire city bear the burden. with those who actually would 
make use of the new plant paying a little more. 

If the bond issue is carried on Aug. 24, the tax rate 
for every property owner will rise 3 cents per $100. How- 
ever, as was explained in the first article of this series, 
rejection of the bond would mean that the sewage plant 
would actually cost the people of Upland more over a 
period of years through a 7 per cent interest rate than if 
they voted to make an outright purchase of 28 per cent 
of the new plant. 

One encouraging thing for the taxpayer is that the 
3 cent increase in the tax rate will not be included in this 
year’s tax roll. It will be added for the first time in 1949. 

The extra cost referred to for users of the new plant 
means simply this. Every month the city will make a 50 
cent service charge which may or may not be included 
with the regular water bill. Details of this remain to be 
worked out but it is more likely that separate bills will 
be sent similar to those used for garbage pickups. Every 
home which has its plumbing attached to the city sewer 
system will be assessed this amount. 

One thing should be made clear. None of the monies 
derived from this service charge will be used for anything 
else but for the new sewage plant. In other words, it is 
hoped that through the revenue received from this source 
the interest and possibly the principal will eventually be 
paid off. 

The council has made it binding that none of the money 
may be used for anything but the actual operation and 
maintenance of the plant. 

As to whether the rate of 50 cents a month is too 
high or too low, the city made a survey of other cities 
using a similar plan and discovered that this was more 
or less a uniform rate.

Pays Its Way 


As part of its program to lower 
home ownership costs, the Feder- 
al Housing and Home Finance 
agency declared today that ther- 
mal insulation is necessary to save 
fuel and cited examples of how 
proper insulation not only pays 
for itself in a few years, but re- 
turns as much at 12.5 per cent 
annually on the investment. 

“The first cost of any struc- 
ture is not only the cost of con- 
corn of owners,” the H. H. F. A. 
stated in its latest bulletin on 
construction techniques. ‘“Econ- 
omies in fuel censumption result- 
ing from better insulation can be 
measured with reasonaable accur- 


acy. The question is no longer 
whether to insulate. but rather 
where and how much thermal 


protection should be provided.”

Practical suggestions for the 
control of excess moisture. oh in- 
terjor walls, which if long con- 


tinued may damage the finish and 
even the exterior surface, are con- 
tained in technical bulletin 4 of 
ths Housing and Home Finance 
agency. 

The findings are based an 
search on condensation conducted 
in the climatometer of Pennsyl- 
vania~ State college. There are 
many contributing causes for con- 
densation. The only real expedi- 
ent is to recognize the source of 
the moisture and then to take 
proper steps to prevent future 
trouble. For a while the fallacious 
belief existed that the water al- 
ways came from the weather side 
of the structure, but this is‘ often 
not the case.
